Cole, after wrestling with hia 
conselence (for ho felt he owed 
some loyalty to his employers), 
finally agreed to smuggle out a 
note. But how to do so, with- 
out exciting the Legation's sus- 
picions? 

Together he and Sun Yat-sen 
worked out a plan. 


A Note 


KE day Cole took up a 
ky scuttleful of coal (by a happy 
chance the westher had now 
turned cold) and Sun hid his 
note underncath it. Soon after- 
wards Cole went back to the 
room, ostensibly to refill the 
scuttle, 

He returned with it to tho 
basement, fecovered the note, 
placed it under his tonguo and 
went out Into Ponrland Place, 
Within minutes he was in 
Devonshire Street at the home 
of Sir James Cantile. 

Sir James road the note with 
increasing concern. It sald: “I 
was kidnapped on Sunday last 
by two Chinese and forcibly 
taken into the Chinese Lega- 
tion. X am imprisoned and in 
a day: or two I am to be ship~ 
ped off to China in o specially 
chartered vessel, I nom ‘certain 
to be beheaded, Oh, woe is 
mo,” 

Sir James decided on imme~ 
diatg oction,. He went at once 
to Marylebone police station, 
showed the note, aid demand- 
ed the polico should accompany 
him ¢o tthe Legation, 

To his surprise the policg re- 
fuse to do any such thing, It 
wos no concern of theirs, they

EAST BERLIN 


IN 


N the Russian zone of 
I Berlin, next door to the 

ornate cathedral, is the 
National Gallery. On ex- 
hibition there is the great 
collection of Dresden  pic- 
tures which have been re- 
turned to Germany from & 
long sojourn in Moscow. 

Their return was, of 
course, an international 
event, raising the query: 
“How have they fared in 
exile?” As far as I can 
judge, they have returned in 
good health. 

But what constantly —in- 
trigued me in inspecting 
this stupendous collection, 
almost reverently staged, 
was that this was the Com- 
munist sector of Berlin. 

Yor predominantly this is 
a religious collection — and 
one of the greatest in . the 
world. , 


Main treasure 
Ld he i Mashed 


For instance, its main 
treasure is the Sistine 
Madonna of Raphael, surely 
the most tender and humarr 
of all the religious paint- 
ings. ty 

There it is enthroned at 
the end of the principal 
gallery.’ The emotions leap 
aa you get your first 
glimpge of this masterpiece, 
so lonw.in hiding. 

Ths wealth of att from all the 


great schools of European’ palnte 
ing le almost overwhelming. A 


remarkable line of Canaltttos 
has to be content with a dingy 
cruss-hal!, and in innumeradl? 
small rooms you come across 
masterpieces that galleties ¢loo~ 
where would be more than 
grateful to receive, 

But by and large the ascen- 
dant pleces are finely displayca 
—and that mostly meana the 
Madonnas, 

The gallery itself badly netds 
“a facalift," and the attendants 
seemed ag if they were ordinary 
“civillans’ recruited for tha 
occasion. Many are women, and 
almost Invariably they were in 
tweeds and thick stockings. 
Formidable guardiang indeed! 


Fearsome 


There is little to stop you 
going to East Berlin—as long as 
you behave yourself! Even su, 
I was told, Americans aro shy 
of going. The idea of euddenly 
boeing whisked away {ts more 
fearsome to them than to other 
Westerners, 

Befora I went, I had been told 
o great deal about it, - 

“Just look ut people’s faces 
there,” And 
because 
amount of propaganda pumped 
Into you on both aldes of tho 
curtain, I was prepared to be 
contrary——and find tho people all 
amiling. : 

But I was wrong. West Bor- 
lin hag Its acres of bomb damage 
stlll, but Its shopping streeta arc 
cheerful. So are its people, In 
thelr cynical way. East Berlin 
Jig just downright depreming, 

Somo sireets were almost 
deserted, | Children (they look 
quite healthy) played here and 
there among the ruins, 

There seemed no cars about 
ut all; certainly East Berlin wus 


no car-ownlng democracy. It 
came as quite a shock to sce. 
trundling along the — strects, 
drays drawn by poire of weary- 
looking horses, And this 
seamed a substantial method of 
freight transport in the Russian 
soctor, 

I did seo people smiling—but 
mot many. Mostly they looked 
comewor, and, if not shabby, 
their clothes were unglamorous, 


Then we turned into the 
Stalinallec, the brash, bright 
manumental new thoroughfury 
the East Germans have  bullt. 
Stalin was still on his pedestal; 
Berliners or Eust and West 
wonder for how long. Nobody 
had even got around to tarring 
and feathering it when I saw 
the statue. 


Th» Stalinallee 1s quite 
impressive in a teetelesg sort 
of way even though it docs end 
ina jumble of ruins, 1 went 
Into ane of its big departmental 
stores, the front of which was 
adorned by one vf thow 
pompuus ond wearisome slogans 
you find so much In evidence,

Of course, world politics are 
reol and earnest. But if you 
aren't politically conscious, the 
situation In Berlin just strikes 
you as silly—and) degrading. 

Il tg so stupid that this vast 
city should be cut in two and 
that guards should pirouette at 
the Brandenburg Gate, where 
East mects West. 


Not that they stop you. Their 
job 1s mainly a customs check. 
But it ls a far different matter 
where the city moves: into the 
Russian zone, There you come 
up against the sharpest frontler 
in Europe, : 


The frontier 


I went to seo one of these 
fronticr posts ot the cnd of o 
pleasant tree-lined avenue. 
Dingonally across the mad was 
a row of studs. That was os 
tor as I could go—and' I did not 
go quite og far. : 

Fifty yards ohead, clumered 
around @ hut, were green-garbed) 
People’s Police, tommy-guns at 
hip. They surveyed me through 
field glosses. I hoped: they 
thought I was somebody very

But the most revealing thing 
about the frontier waa a tele- 
phone box, act just off the road 
and just within American- 
controlled territory’, 

That call-box ‘had a wooden 
screen in front of it—nndj it 
was a symbol of the fear that 
lurke. 

Th was ‘here so that people 
from . the Eastern 
cross the border, dart quickly 
through some nearby bushes,

“Talking Leaves” Inspired 
The Indian To Invent 
A System Of Writing 


N Statuary Hall, Wash- 

sington, each state may 
have a statue of a leading. 
citizen. The — state of 
Oklahoma hus chosen for 
its statue, Sequoyah, 2 
Cherokee Indian, ‘Phis man 
is universally considered the 
most outstanding = Indian 
who ever lived, and he is 
the only Indian so honoured, 

Sequoyah was bern in 
1770 in western Tennessee. 
Karly in his life he had an 
accident which left 
lame. ILowever, in spite of 
that, he became adept at 
several trades. He was a 
good blacksmith, a painter, 
hunter, farmer, salt mer- 
chant, expert silversmith 
and a soldier. He fought 
im the War of 1812. 


NO SCHOOLING 


Sequuyah was illiterate. 
That is, he never went to a 
white man's school. But he 
had great intelligence. Ile 
knew white men were not 
especially more intelligent 
than Indians, and decided it 
was their “talking leaves,” 
or bovks, that made the 
difference. When an Indian 
died all his knowledge died 
with him, but a white man 
could put his knowledge in 
a book and it hved a long 
time afler he was gone. 


So S:quoyah set about trying to 
find a way and means to put the 
Cherokee language into a print- 
able form, He studied the prob- 
lem for 12 years. At drst he 
worked on the idea of huving 
a symbol for cach word. But 
there wero so muny words that 
he could not remember which 
symbol stood for what word, 
Then he worked ov finding @ 
symbol for cach word sound, 
finally deciding on 86. From @ 
combination of there sounds, 
all words were formed. Some 
of the symbols are similar to 
our letters, Others ure originil. 
His system was not un alpbabet 
bul In called » syllabary, since 
cuch character represented @ 
sound, and nota letter as our 
alphabet docs. 


THE TRIAL
